“TI say let us get on with the 
housing problem now,” Mr. 
Hellyer told a recent Ottawa 
conference of editors from 
across the country.

They urgent- 
ly require adequate housing.” 


This Hellyer stance on ac- 
tion shouldn’t have come as a 
surprise to the Trudeau team. 
After all, the Toronto Trinity 
Member stressed this very fact 
throughout his campaign.

“There are some I feel can 
pe better handled at the local 
level, When I was Minister of 
Transport I felt that perhaps 
ports could be better operated 
by provingial or local govern- 
ments,” Mr. Hellyer said. 


' “But there are other areas 
that require a national pro- 
gram. It is not a Just Society 
when residents of one area of 
Canada are starving while oth- 
ers are living in luxury. 


“For too long we have oper- 
ated on the theory of bringing ° 
the people to the places of 
employment. I feel it is time 
we started bringing the em 
ployment to the people.” 


Such a program of industrial 
development in the Maritimes, 
parts of Quebec, Ontario, the 
Prairies and British Columbia 
is strictly a federal matter in 
the eyes of Paul Hallyer 


“We have three choices,” 
Mr. Hellyer said. “We can have ~ 
10 strong men and one strong 
boy: we can have 10 strong 
boys and one strong man; or 
we can have 10 strong men 
and one strong man.” 


The more federal powers 
that are turned over to the 
provinces, the weaker Ottawa 
becomes. 


“Once the provinces receive 
half or more of the tax dollar, 
Canada has a useless federal 
government. I am_ convinced 
we need a strong central gov- 
ernment to survive.”

Jn North America we have 
two forms of athletes: amateur 
and professional. There is no 
grey area, However, in the rest 
of the world's arenas, athletes 
are classed as amateurs al- 
though they may realize five 
figure ‘salaries: ie. Soviet 
hockey stars. 


To our foreign athletes sport 
is a job. And it is a job which 
pays money. In North. America 
an athlete received money only 
when he becomes a profession- 
al. And in world athletic 

_ competition, only amateur ath- 
jetes are allowed to compete. 


This code of ethics in inter- 
national sport is mockery! 


Yet this hypocracy is al- 
lowed, with few dissenters, al- 
though Canada has recently be- 
gun to object strenuously in 
the area of hockey. 


Recently, Bunny Aherne, the 
czar of the International Ice 
Hockey Federation said public- 
ly: “A professional is one who 
is bound by a contract. I don't 
care if an amateur is paid mon- 
ey, but he cannot sign a con- 
tract.” 


Mr. Aherne obviously feels 
fhe dollar sign is not impor- 
tant. 


What he will not allow (and 
he has the power of veto) is 
for a professional hockey play- 
er bound by contract to a Ca- 
madian or American hockey 
‘team to participate in interna- 


tional hockey. He would allow 
y player not bound by such a 

contract to play for his country 

in international tournaments. 


As the saying goes: “It's 
sock it to them time.” 


Let's snap this thread of hy- 
pocracy which has kept our 
international wrists tied in 
hockey. There would be little 
trouble in forming the greatest 
hockey team to ever skate a: 
one unit. 


As we have the world's 
finest hockey players in the 
National Hockey League, is it 
not time to give our foreign 
foe a taste of hockey the way it 
was meant tO be played? We 
should select the 18 top play- 
ers from the NHL and send 
them overseas. 


They wouldn't have to have 
any more than three or four 
practices together before being 
ready. 

The 18 players selected 
would not be bound by a con- 
tract. They and their owners 
would mutually agree that 
there would be no signing of 
contracts until after the world 
tournament. This could be 
done. Then Mr. Aherne would 
be choked by his own words. 


This procedure would point 
out to the world the momen- 
tous stupidity of the ITHF’s 
code of hockey ethics. 


Mr. Aherne suggested he 
would allow NHL players to 
form a team and compete in 
the B or C pool. This would 
put the NHL team against such 
competitors as Romania, Japan 
and England, If you remember, 
a touring Japanese team had 
trouble defeating some of our 
country’s senior clubs this win- 
ter. i 


But, nevertheless, let’s allow 
the humiliation. 


It would take no more than 
one year before the IHF 
would be forced to allow the 
NHL team to move into the 
select A grouping. 

Once the NHL players play

“Still not wearing seat beltg? 
What's holding YOU back?" That's 
the theme of a campaign the Ontario 
Department of Transport is launching 
this month. ; 

“Research studies have proven be- 
yond question that seat belts can of- 
ten prevent serious injury or death 
when a traffic collision occurs, and 
yet the number of drivers and passen- 
gers wearing them remains tragically 
small”, Hon. Irwin Haskett, Ontario’s 
Transport Minister, reports. 

The seat belt campaign has two op" 
jectives —- first to make people ques- 
tion their own reasons for not using 
seat belts, and second, to encourage 
them to adopt the habit of fastening 
lap and shoulder belts every time they 
get into a car. 5 

“It should be just as automatic as 
turing the key”, Mr. Haskett: saffi. 
“Those who neglect to use their belts 
are taking needless risks. It is cont» 
mon sense for a driver to do up his 
belts. and to see that his family or 
other passengers do the same"”’.

Mayor William Dennison led 
the fight to have this killed, 
and now no-one is certain what 
type of post office will be built 
for Toronto.

Last October, the three-digit 
system was introduced to 
Montreal and, in theory, was 
supposed to speed up delivery 
of mail in, Canada’s largest me- 
dropolis. But companies who 
eotrespond regularly with 
«<oencerns in Montreal know 
that it takes longer sometimes 
for a letter to go to Montreal 
from Toronto than it does to 

. weach London, England, from 
‘Toronto. 

_. But not to be thwarted, the 
decision was made to announce 
the new system for Vancouver 
and Toronto. An advertising 
«campaign was dreamed up in 
Montreal, using the theme 
“Your Number Is Up”. This 
message appeared on _ bill- 
boards and was mailed to all 
households. 

‘The attempt at humor com- 
pietety backfired as some citi- 
zens took the crytic message 
as a death threat. Police 
switchboards were flooded ‘

thudget wasn’t as large as the 

- $62,000 allocated to Toronto, 
the campaign had only nicely

gimmick was six digits. 
Thus Winnipeg and Ottawa 
held off their campaigns, Ham- 
n, Calgary, Edmonton, Lon- 


only Montreal and Toronto 
were left with the three digits. 

That's. when the Toronto 
postal authorities announced 
that citizens could either use 
the new system or the old. 
They advised companies NOT 
to print up new stationery. 
Large concerns like the Bell 
Telephone ‘were told NOT to 
change their mailing lists. 

The 10 university students 
hired by the post office in 
Torento to work with compa- 
nies on new zoning lists, were 
given other assignments. The 
plan to hire more students was 
cancelled. 

Postmaster General Eric 
Kierans ignored all these facts 


‘and announced that Toronto 


was indeed a three-digit centre. 
Talk of six digits was prema- 
ture. 


“We were led to believe the 


three-digit system would be 
with us for 25 years,” com- 
mented Toronto postal official 
W. D. Baker. “It didn’t last 25 
days.” 

Now Toronto and the other 
cities scheduled for the three- 
digit program are awaiting the 
findings of consultants, to be 
hired at great expense by the 
Post Office to find out what 
system is best for Canada. 

One would think that the 
Post Office had already looked 
into this matter thoroughly be- 
fore spending the money to 
convert to three digits. 

Obviously, they afe now ad- 
mitting they didn’t — that is 
everyone except its leader, 
Eric Kierans. 

For the average Canadian, 
talk of two digits, three digits 


and six digits is just that — 


talk. They know three facts: 
1) mail costs more; 2) mail is 
slower now; 3) Saturday deliv- 
eries are restricted to rural 
areas, ; 

And listening to Ottawa and 
local officials contradict each 
other, the Post Office obvious- 
ly is “still undecided for sure.”

FOREST PROTECTION 


| A number of significant changes 
‘have been incorporated in the new 
Forest Fires Prevention Act and Re- 
gulations 1968 to help reduce the in- 
cidence of forest fires in the province. 

Some of these changes have result- 
ed in an increase in the numbers of 
inquiries regarding the use of fire 
particularly in connection with camp 


fires. 

Camp fires are permitted in the 
Fire District for the purpose of cook- 
ing or obtaining warmth except when 
‘areas are declared Restricted Fire 
Zones by regulation made under the 
Act. These restrictions are not im- 
posed unless forest fire danger condi- 
tions become critical and action is 
necessary to reduce the risk of fires 
starting. Restrictions are well publi- 
leized through the press, radio, pos- 


ters, etc. The Restrictions are- lifted | 


when the fire danger eases. 
| Camp Fires are sometimes confused 
iwith Fire Permits which are required, 


,during the Fire Season, April Ist to 
October 3ist., for burning grass, 


‘brush, or other debris in the outdoors. ! 


iThe Fire Permit system is strictly 
lenforced. The pemits are normally
